cently from Mr. Harry N, 
Scott, social security dis- 


trict manager in Dothan, 
In answer to recent 
questions about his a- 


gency’s proof of age re- 
quirements, Mr. Scott 
reported that several 
weeks ago social security 
offices all over the country 
started asking people for 
better proof of age, 

“Social Security’s proof 
of age requirements will 
not prevent anyone from 
qualifying for retirement 
benefits or medicare, and 
may actually enable a per- 
son to get benefits he didn’t 
know about. We ask for a 
persons’s birth or baptis- 
mal record if he has one. 
If he doesn’t, we want the 
best evidence he has or can 
easily obtain. Ordinarily, 
the oldest evidence is the 
best, though there are many 
cases where this is not so, 
When there is no old re- 
cord easily obtainable, a 
person can establish his 
age on the basis of more 
recent evidence.’’

for the proof of age re- 
quirement is to assure that 
every person gets the right 
benefit at the right time, 
Because of the large sums 
that can be paid out in cash 
benefits and in reimburse- 
ment for hospital and 
medical expenses, itisim- 
portant that the determi-+ 
nation of a person’s age 
be accurate, In the vast ma- 
jority of cases, a person 
knows his correct date of 
birth, but occasionally we 
find someone who is 
younger or, more often, 
older than he thought.

Mr. Scott suggested that 
“anyone applying for re- 
tirement benefits or for 
medicare insurance should 
bring in his birth or bap- 
tismal record if he has 
one. If he does not have 
either of these, he should 
bring the best evidence he 
has. However, no one 
should delay applying 
for these benefits simply 
because he does not have 
proof of his age. Delay 
could mean loss of bene- 
fits.”’

Dalton O, Blake, field 
office supervisor of the 
Montgomery office of the U, 
5S, Department of Labor’s 
Wage and Hour and Public 
Contracts Division, has 
pointed out that children 


under 16 years of age are, 


not allowed 
farms during school hours, 


“Children should be in 
school, not working in the 
fields,’’ says Blake, ‘‘Ed- 
ucation pays off. Figures 
show the high school gradu- 
ate earns well over one- 
third more than the worker 
who never went beyond the 
eighth grade,’’ 

The 16-year age mini- 
mum for employment on 
farms is set by the Fair 
Labor Standards Act. It 
applies to work by both 
local and migrant youngs- 
ters in the school district 
where a child lives while 
employed, It does not ap- 
ply to youngsters whowork 
for their parents on the 
home farm, 

He added that if State 
or local laws set higher 
standards, the higher 
standards prevail,

T IS now standard practice in 
at least a dozen New York 

City schools to upgrade the ree- 
ords of students 
on transeripts 
sent to colleges, 
or to omit their 
failures to ob- 
tain passing 
rrades. School 
Officials admit 
that it is dis- 
honest, but state 
that it is neces- 
sary in order to 
et young people 
into the city uni- 
versities, 

But if a stu- 
dent cannot make a passing 
grade in high school there is 
little hope that he will be able to 
do so in the university. If profes- 
sors and school officials resort to 
basically dishonest practices, 
what can be expected of the stu- 
dents? If men and women will 
not be truthful, there is no hope 
of maintaining: free government. 
If public officials will not keep 
their promises to the electorate, 
there is no way of choosing the 
most capable men to administer 
public affairs. If witnesses will 
not tell the truth in the court 
room, juries and judges cannot 
administer justice among: us. 

We read of a senator who 
cheated at Harvard — of wide- 
spread cheating on grades at one 
of our military academies— and 
of w great lapse in standards of 
truthfulness. ThereAs, moreover,

ASTHMA & HAY FEVER 


Asthma and hay fever 
are high on the list of 
disabling diseases, with an 
estimated three and a half 
million sufferers. Allergic 
diseases are seldom fatal; 
but they do cause much dis- 
comfort and interfere with 
work, sleep, appetite and 
recreation. One in tenper- 
sons is allergic to some- 
thing, and this something 
is often an allergen. It may 
be food, pollens, house 
dust, fur, feathers, dyes, 
medicine, and even cold, 
heat, and sunlight. 

Allergy is believed to 
be hereditary to some de- 
gree, for people withaller- 
gies come from families 
where the parents or other 
close relatives have had 
some form of allergic 
manifestation. While 
people do notinherita spe - 
cific allergic disease such 
as hay fever, they may in- 
herit a tendency to become 
sensitive to certain things. 
Allergens gain access to 
the body by being swallow- 
ed or inhaled, by coming in 
contact with the skin, orby 
injection. Hay fever is 
an inflammation of the eyes 
and nasal passages, with 
sneezing, watery dis- 
charge from the nose, red- 
ness and itching of the eyes 
and sometimes of the face, 

Asthma is a disease of 
the bronchial tubes of the 
lungs that causes wheezing 
and frequently severe at- 
tacks of labored breathing, 
Food allergies affect the 
skin, digestive tract or 
respiratory system andare 
caused by sensitivity to 
certain foods. Skin al- 
lergies causing itching or 
possible eruptions that 
ooze, crust and scale may 
be due to contact of some 
particular substance with 
the skin, 

Treatment includes 
seeking out the offending 
substance and avoiding it 
and medical care for relief 
and protection against fur- 
ther allergic illness. De- 
sensitization is medically 
possible in many instances 
of allergic sensitivity.

AZALEA & CAMELIA 
GALL 

When I was making home 
visits the other day a home- 
maker asked me to look at 
her camelia, The camelia 
had thickened or fleshy lea- 
ves which had turned pale 
green and were located at 
the end of the branch, This 
condition is more unsightly 
than harmful. Usually, 
picking and destroying the 
galls are all that’s neces- 
sary to aid the plants of 
this growth, 

I also like to emphasize 
that camelias needa shot of

plant nutrients soon after 
blooming to keep them 
healthy. The best fertilizer 
is one such as 8-8-8, 


FLOWERING ANNUALS 

If you want flowers in 
bloom from early spring 
until fall, plant some early 
blooming annuals and some 
bloom later in the 
season up until frost. 

As a general rule, sow 
seed outside after the last 
killing frost. Seeds may rot 
before they germinate if 
planted while the soilis too 
cold (below 60F,), Ex- 
ceptions, which can be 
planted in early spring are; 
babysbreath, cornflower, 
poppy, phlox, stock, straw- 
flower, summer cypress, 
sweet alyssum and sweet- 
pea. 

Start seed indoors no 
sooner than 8 weeks before 
the danger of killing frost 
is over, otherwise plants 
may get too big for suc- 
cessful transplanting. In- 
stead of growing your own 
plants indoors you may 
wish to buy seedlings from 
a nursery. 

When seedlings have de- 
veloped two true leaves; 


Dig 
deeply under seedlings and 
lift them from the contain-

SPRING CLEANING 

An important part of 
spring cleaning chores is 
packing and storing winter 
garments. How this job is 
done determines their con- 
dition next fall. The gar- 
ments should be carefully 
cleaned, sunned and brush- 
ed to rid the clothes of 
moths. 

Several chemicals are 
available for pre-storage 
treatments including D- 
D-T, Methoxychlor, Stro- 
bane and Perthane. These 
must be used with care, The 
traditional moth ball will 
control moths, too. 

Associate County Ex- 
tension Chairman, Sara E, 
Hutchinson, warns home- 
makers not to use plastic 
hangers and to remove all 
plastic from the clothes 
such as buttons, buckles 
and ornaments. This pre- 
vents the plastic from 
staining or melting intothe 
garments.
